The questions and initial responses of
individual board members are noted below:

1) What has changed in our environment over the last 6 years since the levy was first voted on?
a. State, federal and county cuts have been significant and the need for Human Services
funding is huge
b. We have a new county-wide strategic plan
c. We have many who are almost homeless due to the economy. We need to consider
including those “on the edge of homelessness™ in this SIP
d. The foreclosure issue is a problem
e. The issue of balancing geographic distribution of levy funds with needs based levy fund
distribution
2) What key messages do we need to communicate about the levy?
a. The levy honors our veterans
b. The levy serves our vulnerable populations
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The levy provides services that are cost-effective and provides long term solutions

The levy provides stable funding in a highly changing funding environment

e. Highlight the levy’s connection with Housing First and the 10 Year Plan to End
Homelessness

f.  Focus on veterans and homelessness. It’s something people understand.
We need to highlight areas of key cost savings — a few key examples of specific projects
will help

h. We need to be respectful of the 50/50 split between veterans and human services. We
need to highlight both veterans and human services needs
